The Schools Reach Out — 


E RECENTLY had a visitor from England who spent 

a number of weeks in this country and when he was 
asked the inevitable question: “What do you consider the 
most remarkable thing you saw in America?” he did not 
give the usual answer. Instead he said: “Why, your schools; 
I am thinking of the remarkable high schools that I saw in 
your Western country.” 

Behind this answer there is a remarkable story of edu- 
cational development which in great part owes its being 
to the automotive industry. It is the story of the gradual 
disappearance of the little red schoolhouse in favor of the 
big central school, supported by a larger population and 
consequently able to supply higher paid instructors, bigger 
quarters and more complete equipment.

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Trend Toward Machine Shop by Large Jobbers 


Not Competing 
With but Aiding 
Small Garages 


By C. P. SHATTUCK 


NE of the trends in the’ 


jobbing industry is the 
establishment of the so-called 
machine shop by the larger 
jobbers. Another term for 
these shops is mechanical ser- 
vice departments. And it is 
surprising the number of job- 
bers engaged in this service. 
Many are equipping space for 
it and planning to 
do so. 
It brings up the thought, Is the 
jobber indirectly competing with 
the service station in service? 


This question was asked of a 
mumber of jobbers operating a me- 


others 


chanical service department, and 
those who are not. With the excep- 
tion of one or two, all held it was 


not competition but a service, pure 
and simple. 

Those jobbers engaged hold 
there is no competition, stating that 
the class of shops, garages. etc.. 
bringing in blocks to be refinished, 
pistons to be ground to specified 
limits, rings fitted, brake lining at- 
tached to bands, etc., are those 
types of repair shops not equipped 
with machines, or experienced in 
working within close limits. 

‘These jobbers also point out that 
régrinding cylinders and fitting 
oversize pitsons and rings and in- 
stalling new wrist pins is a service 
that has been supplied the shops 
by specialty houses for quite a num- 
ber of years in the larger cities and 
that there has been no cry of com- 
petition. 

Several jobbers with mechanical 
service departments, as well as 
replacement parts jobbers, hold 
that a break down analysis of the 
garages and repair shops in the 
trade lists will disclose that only 
a small percentage are equipped 
with cylinder reconditioning ma- 
chines or machines for grinding 
pistons. 

It was also pointed out that

do not have the capital 
chase machines or a_ sufficient 
volume of work to make a machine 
equipment profitable. It was also 
stated that these small shops will 
always bid for the work regardless 
of the lack of proper equipment or 
tools, or even skill, and farm out 
the work to the specialty house. 

The establishment of mechanical 
service by the jobbers, particularly 
those handling shop and garage 
equipment, is held to be of decided 
advantage to all concerned, and to 
include the consumer, the car owner. | 
The last named should be assured 
a better job with precision machines 
operated by skilled mechanics than 
by the old hand, hit-or-miss meth- 
ods of the shops not machine 
equipped and mostly unskilled. And 
it is logical to assume that not only 
will .the work be more satisfactory 
to the car owner, but the price 
much less. 

The small shop makes its profit 
on the transaction, on the labor 
performed by the jobber’s service 
and on the parts. And there is 
also the profit by the small shop 
removing the block and reinstall- 


ing it.
